According to th e A A P Service 
for Home Makers, cheaper and bet­ 
ter fish will bo obtainable lf the 
custom er will cooperate to niuke 
every day a possible fish day. 
Muny false Impressions exist con 
cerning fish as a food. It Is tutu 
moldy believed th at fish Is an e*|*«»- * 
d a lly good brain food because of 
tb s phosphorous coutalued in the 
flesh. This, however, la not true as* 
fish contains little mac* phosphorous * 
than beef. Even lf It did, there Is • 
little reason to believe that It would 
have any influence on the brain. 
Many people refuse to eat fish be­ 
cause they are afraid of ptom aine 
poisoning. Under proper conditions 
of care and deRulinesa. there Is no 
m ore danger of poisoning from fish 
than front any oth er article of food. 
For a Sunday dinner, try a shrim p 
cocktail, roaat leg of veal, cream ed
